VISALIA, Sept. 15 — Late in- 
formation on various aspects of 
production and handling of alfal- 
fa will be presented at a meeting 
of all interested county growers 
that will be held next Tuesday, 
September 20, at 10 a.m., at the 
Tulare County Farm Bureau build- 
ing in Visalia.
